— In exercise of the powers conferred ay section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1957 (02 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and 
Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, published with the Notification of the Govern" 
ment of India in the Ministry of Defence S.R.O. No, 22-E, dated 19th February, 
1964, namely: — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of 
Service and Miscellaneous (Sixth Amendment) Regulations, 1967. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication In the Official 
Gazette- 

2, In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous Regula- 
tions, 1964, in regulation 155 in clause (b). 

(1) the explanation shall be renumbered as Explanation 1; and 
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(ii) after explanation as so renumbered, the following explanation shall be 
Inserted namely:— 

“Exp lanation 2.— Tn (he rate of officers employed on armament inspec- 
tion duties, this clause shall have effect subject to the modifications 
that — 

(1) the condition of alloal service shall not apply, and 

(ii) the maximum period ot seniority In the rank of Lieutenant Com- 
mander shall be 10 years instead of 0 years.”
